cations for divorce which are made to our 
courts has awakened a new interest in the 
matter of our divorce laws, and some effort 
has been made to secure a reform in the 
law. Reformers are always plentiful, and 
they have the peculiarity of always want- 
ing to cut deep. So the complaints that 
have been made against the number of 
divoree cases that crowd our equity dock- 
ets have all been followed by propositions 
for a radical change of some kind in the 
statutory provisions that lay the grounds 
for divorce. 

We have been at some pains to examine 
the law on this subject to discover, if pos- 
sible, where the evil lay, for that thereis 
defect somewhere is obvious to the most 
casual observer of the records of our courts. 
The result of our investigations is the 
opinion that the tault is notso much in 
the foundation as in the superstructure of 
our divoree system. It needs no argument 
to prove that divorces should be granted 
for some causes, and that this is demanded 
for the preservation of geod morals, as well 
as tor other reasons of public policy. 
This necessity may be illustrated 

by the Jaws .of South Carolina, 
a SBtate which boasts that the 
dockets of her courts of justice were 
never disgraced by a divorce case. Yet, 
where South Oarolina’s statute of divorces 
should be, appears the very remarkable 
proyision of her laws regulating the 
amount of property a married man may 
leave to bis mistress. There is, and al- 
ways will be, however, some difficulty in 
determining what should be sufficient 
ground for divorce. As to the graver 
violations of the marital contract there has 
been no difference of opinion, and divorce 
for tlhe causes alluded to has the sanction 
ot the Scriptures. But our laws 
go beyond this and make abandonment, 
habitual drunkenness and _ cruelty 
sufficient causes for a dissolution of the 
marriage bond. There are a few other 
causes, but their existence is so rare, and 
their presentation to a court is a matter of 
such a delicate nature, that very few such 
cases are brought before our courts. Of all 
our reported divorce cases, not one was 
brought on the grounds referred to. Of 
the grounds on which nine-tenths of the 
cases are brought, we do not think any one 
can reasonably complain ; for surely total 
abandonment, habitual and beastly drunk-

The preperation of meat extracts has asual- 
ly been considered a modern inveution, but ac- 
cording to a communication of Dr. Pott the 
Inbabitants of Jaya have for many years been 
in the habit of preparing flesh extracts of 
various kinds, and especially of beef, 
fish and crabs, and that im this form 
they enter very largely into the toternal 
commerce of the country. The prepara- 
tion is known by the general name 
of ‘“‘petis,’ while the particular sab- 
stence, whether the fiesh of one of tbree 
kinds of oxen, of fish, or of crabe, is indicated 
by a special affix. The preparation of the 
petis appears to be a very simpie one, con- 
sisting merely in boiling the raw material 
and chopping it very fine, and then putting it 
ip a press and forcing out all the juices. This 
juice is then boiled down at « moderate 
temperature to the consistency of sirup, and 
kept for use. The substance from which the 
petis is expressed is also dried and introduced 
into commerce, but is generally used imme 
diately, while tne petis is distributed widely 
throughout the indian Arebipelago, and can 
be kepta long time. These preparations have 
an extremely ealine taste, due almost entirely, 
however, to the concentration of the organic 
salts orgitally conteined in- the expressed 
juice. Thesmell is said to be quite agree- 
able and the taste very appetizing.

How Walking Sticksare Made. 


_ Sticks are manufactured both from large 
timber of from two to six feet girth, and 
from small underwood of about'the thick-. 
ness of a man’s thumb. The timber, 
which is chiefly beech,.is first sawed into 
battens of about three feet in length and 
as many inches in width; and from each 
of these battens are afterward cut two 
square sticks, with square heads, in op- 

posite directions, so that the middle por- 
tion is waste wood. The corners of each 

stick are afterward rounded off by a plain- 
ing process called ‘trapping,’ and the 

square head is reduced by a small saw to 

a curve or rectangular bend, so as to form 

a convenient handle. When a number of 
sticks are brought in this way to the exact 

size and pattern, they are polished with 

great care, are finely varnished, and 

acked in boxes or bundles for the mar- 

et. Many sawn sticks, however, are 

supplied with bone and horn handles, which 

are fastened on with glue and then of course 

there is less wood waste, as a larger num- 
ber of them may be cut from one batten. 

A very different procéss takes place in 

the manufacture of sticks from small un- 

derweod, in which thereis no sawing re- 

quired. The rough unfashioned sticks, | 
which are generally of hazel, ash, oak and 

thorn, are gut with a bill jin the same way 
as kidneybean sticks, and

A.—A loss of sensibility and power of motion— 
that is perfect paralysis. lwpirfect paralysis le 
either one er tbe other. 

Q.— What is the diflerence between apoplexy 
and paralysis? 

A.—Apoplexy ts the additional absence of con- 
sciouatess as well. 

Q.—Is there any relation between the two? Is 
one the cause, for instance. of the other? 

A.— Paralysis is very often a secondary cause 
of apoplexy; not always, There is sptnai paral- 
ysis, which is not. 

Q.— What is vertigo? 

A.~—Ib common pariance it is swimming of the 


Q.— Does either apoplexy or paralysis ever 
cause vertigo? 

A.—I do not know that paray-is does. One 
troubied with apopiexy ofen suffers from ver- 
tigo. 

Q —Mays there be unconsciou-ness, and loss of 
power of motion, or sensibility. or either, or 
both, and yet be no apoplexy or paralysis? 

A. [think so. There are some simple affec- 
tions where it would be bard to distinguish— 
ca-es that essimilate apoplexy, as one dead 
drunk or ander the influence of @ narcotic, 
where it is difficult at the time to say what the 
ailment is, unless some one is present who 
knows something of the case beforehand. There 
may be a loss of copsciousness in epilepsy. 

Q. Has apoplexy a tendency to affeet the mind? 

A. Yes. Any violent and repeated shocks on 
the brain. like epoplexy, would tend to injure 
the brain, and so farimpair the operations of the 
mind. 

Q. What i¢ lesion of the brain? 

A. Anorganic affection—the fan@ions of the 
brata- are disordered, the structure injured. 

In answer to a question to that effect, Dr. C. 

admitted that one turpiog his attention to any 
speciality is apt to imagine evidences where 
none really exist—to ge (0 extremes. 
" Further questions elicted, as usual, an ungatis- 
factory Gtseussion of thé, various connections 
between mind and matter, the relations of one 
to the o her, &c. The counsel for proponeats pa‘ 
aseries of que:tions, stating the case of aman 
who bad been maltreated by his children, dits-
